For 
this reason the history and achieve- 
ments of Hengerveld De Kol have 
been told, re-told, and told again, un- 
til every one who professes to any 
knowledge of Holstein-Friesians, is 
perfectly familiar with the fact that 
he was bred by Henry Stevens & 
Sons, Lacona, N. Y., born March 15, 
1897, at Pontiac, Michigan; that he 
stood for some years at the head of 
the herd owned by the Eastern Mich- 
igan Asylum (now the Pontiac State 
Hospital), and that when well along 
in years he was purchased by Mr. A. 
A. Cortelyou, Somerville, N. J., for 
$1,500, where in the Bloomingdale 
Herd he rounded out his term of ser- 
vice, and in the fullness of his years, 
died as the result of an _ injury.

the breed. It seems therefore, almost 
presumptuous in the writer to at- 
tempt to add to the already publish- 
ed histories of this wonderful sire. He 
cannot, however, consistently be left 
out of this series, dealing as it does 
vith the leading animals and families 
of the breed.

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AN ASSOCIATION LOAN SYSTEM. 





The members of the Holstein-Frie. 
sian Association and others interested 
in the breed are asked to make erit- 
icisms and suggestions to the follow- 
ing plan which has for its objects: 

First—To make available to the 
ycung breeder with limited capital, 
funds at a low rate of interest with 
which to purchase Holstein-Friesian 
cows or heifers. 

Second—To stamp out tuberculo- 
sis from the breed by placing a prem- 
ium upon the tuberculin test for the 
grade herd before introducing pure- 
breds into it, and by the use of the 
tuberculin test every six months. 

Rules and Regulations. 

First—All animals subejte to tu- 
berculosis and coming into continual 
or habitual contcact with the pure- 
bred animals such as would expose 
them to the disease must first be 
subjected to the tuberculin test by a 
reliable veterinarian appointed by the 
State or Federal Government and all 
reactions permanently removed and 
the stables and equipment thoroughly 
disinfected. 

Second—The Association will loan 
a sum equal to one-third (one-half 
optional) of the purchase price of the 
pure-berd animals purchased. This 
loan to run for one year without in- 
terest (39 -6% optional), the interest 
on all unpaid balances at the end of 
the year to then draw interest at the 
legal rate. 

Third—The maximum amount that 
can be loaned to any one breeder shall 
be $500 ($1,000 optional.) 

Fourth—All transfer papers cover- 
ing animals a part of the purchase 
price of which is paid with funds re- 
ceived from the Association shall 
plainly show that the animals are 
bought in accordance with the above 


system. 
Fifth—All animals purchased  un- 
der this system shall first be tested 


for tuberculosis by a reliable veterin- 
arian appointed by the State or Fed- 
eral Government and found to be free 
from that disease. 

Sixth—Neither the animals so 
bought nor their female offspring 
can be sold for breeding purposes un- 
til the claims of the Association are 
satisfied; and the Association reserves 
the right to refuse to transfer the 
registration of such animals unless 


such requests for transfers are accom- 
panied by a remittance satisfying the 
claims of the Association. 
Seventh—If the Association so de- 
sires, the claims of the Association

estimated. Don’t put it off until too 
late. 
In another column we 
Why Not? publish a suggestion by J. 
B. Bain of Kennedy, N. 
Y., under the title “An Association 


Loan System.” The idea seems to be 
that the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America should put its sur- 
plus of $150,000 to work; that it 
should be made to contribute to the 
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extension and development of the 
breed through a carefully devised 
system of loans to young breeders for 
the purchase of foundation stock. 

After considering the suggestion 
carefully, we are of the opinion that 
some such plan might be adopted by 
the Association that would result in 
manifold benefits. It would be, not 
only along the lines of good business 
policy, but would have a philanthropic 
tendency. It would not only help 
young men to start, but to start right, 
at the same time, extend the breed, 
add new members to the Association 
and bring more money into the treas- 
ury. 

In a sense a large surplus indicates 
prosperity and guards against possi- 
ble reverses; in another sense a large 
accumulation of idle money is a men- 
ace to the wellbeing of the Associa- 
tion—It excites the cupidity of mem- 
bers and tends to create dissensions 
and divisions. Viewed from any 
standpoint it is not good business to 
keep money tied up in a napkin or 
permanently deposited in banks at an 
insignificant rate of interest. It 
should be put to work. It belongs to 
the breeders who contribute it, and 
when made to work should work for 
their interests. The plan suggested 
would accomplish this and this ex- 
clusively. Why not adopt it? 

The Government is seeking meth- 
ods of supplying cheaper money to 
the farmer. The President now has a 
commission scouring Europe in search 
of some device for supplying a cheap- 
er agricultural credit system. It is 
the thought and the need of the times. 
The Holstein-Friesian Association has 
an idle surplus fund. It is appropr- 
ating large sums to advertise’ the 
breed. There are plenty of young 
men ready and anxious to start Hol- 
stein-Friesian herds, but who lack 
capital. Bring these two ends to- 
gether. Use this idle accumulation, 
which is now a menace to the Associ- 
ation, to start these young men breed- 
ing pure-bred Holstein-Friesians, and 
thereby bring increased prosperity to 
the breed and a greatly augmented 
treasury—an accumulating source of 
benefit and breed prosperity. With 
the safeguards of ownership in the 
cattle purchased, with the control and 
limitation of registration, transfer, 
and the tuberculin test, there could 
be but little danger of loss to the As- 
sociation. Even conservative bank- 
ers throughout the country are coming 
to recognize loans to farmers for the 
purchase of stock as gilt-edge securi- 
ties, though hving far less control 


than the Association could exercise. 
Why not an Association Loan Sys- 
tem? Why not?

OUR 7-DAY TESTS—“FORCED” OR 
OTHERWISE. 


Absurd, indeed, are the efforts of 
literary sympathizers of other dairy 
breeds to turn public opinion against 
our seven-day test. When it comes to 
the arraignment of our present Ad- 
vanced Registry system they show 
alarming symptoms of a_ disordered 


mind of an abbreviated intelligence. If. 


their gray matter was nitroglycerine 
and exploded it wouldn’t blow their 
hats off. These recrudescent gems of 
criticism are bubbles in their think 
tanks mistaken for ideas. The only 


harm they do is when they cross 
minds equally weak as their own. 

To be serious: “Forcing” and over- 
feeding, even as understood by Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders, doesn’t exist. 
These breeders exercise greater care 
and intelligence in feeding their stock 
properly balanced food and in proper 
amounts than the average gentleman 
does in feeding himself vr his family. 

The majority of human beings com- 
pletely satisfy their hunger at least 
three times per—but when the same 
principle is applied to a Holstein- 
Friesian cow, and she does things for

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7—30—60 or even 365 days, her re- 
corded production is the result of over 
feeding and “forced.” Here lies the 
absurdity. When a cow is over-fed, 
or any attempt at forcing is made, 
the cow goes off feed and prodyciion 
takes a tumble. No record was ever 
broken by over-feeding, the sv-called 
“forcing” process. 

It was only last winter that I saw 
in a copy of the Jersey Bulletin a 
printed list of Holstein-Friesians 
with records from 30 to 41 pounds. 
Parallel to this was quoted the record 
of Princes 2d, a Jersey that was cred- 
ited with a record of 46 Ibs. 12% 
ounces of butter from 299 Ibs., 8 ozs. 
of milk in seven days. This was 28 
years ago, or in the year 1885. 

This may be news to some of you 
breeders, and, indeed, to some 
bers of the A. J. C. C. 
to doubt our official milk and butter 
test; how about their private 
opinions of their own unofficial and 
privately conducted churned butter 
tests? We wonder if the butter would 
pass Government requirements! Of 
course, we would not be so unkind 
as to suggest that the churn might 
have been “forced.’ 

The truth of the whole 
rapidly becoming known, 
men who are wise to their own inter- 
ests are changing their herds to Hol- 
stein-Friesians as fast as they can. 
When the character of the food is 
taken into consideration no other 
cow can produce so abundantly and 
economically as she. Her popularity

THE PARCEL POST SITUATION 
IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, D. C., July 29. 1913. 

On this, my sixth visit to Washing- 
ton in the interest of parcel post, I 
find a condition which should interest 
every reader of your paper. The par- 
cel post law contains a vital clause, 
proposed by the “Parcel Post Con- 
gresman,” Representative Lewis of 
Maryland, giving the Postmaster 
General power, by and with the con- 
sent of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
imssion, to change the zones, the 
weight of parcels, the carrying charge 
and all conditions of mailability. Act- 
ing upon urgent requests from all 
over the country, Postmaster Gener- 
al Burleson, after most careful study,

with the permission of the Interstate 
Commetfce Commission, ‘announced 
that on and after August 15th, 1913, 
the postal service will accept parcels 
weighing up to 20 pounds as follows: 


On rurai routes only, at a charge 


of 5 cents for the first pound, and 
cne-half cent for each additional 
pound or fraction thereof. The first 


zone is increased to 150 miles, airline, 
from the receiving postoffice; and 
the carrying rate reduced to 5 cents 
for the first pound and one cent for 
each additional pound. When this 
ruling goes into effect a farmer can 
send a 20-pound package for 15 cents 
to his postoffice, or to any person on 
his own rural route; or 20 pounds to 
any postoffice within 150 miles for 
24 cents. Thus, the weight is almost 
doubled ang the rate cut akout in 
half. Thereafter, ordinary postage 
stamps are to be used, instead of the 
special stamps now employed. These 
changes will make thie parcel post 
service ten times more valuable than 
now. 


But there is no peace in this world. 
Already there are rumblings and 
grumblings here in Washington, in all 
probability originating with the ex- 
press companies, and possibly with 
the railroads. It is proposed to take 
away from the Postmaster General 
the power to improve the parcel post 
service, even with the consent of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
But is not this delegation of power 
as now expressed in the law, just 
what it should be? How can Con- 
gress which each session is called on 
to consider about 40,000 bills, ever 
attend to all the details of our great 
postal system, which so vitally af- 
fects every citizen? It will be time 
enough to limit the power of the 
Postmaster General when it shall 
have been found that he is working 
against the wishes and needs of the 


people in postal matters—till then, 
by all means let the present law 
stand. 


To head off this sinister purpose, 
and thereby save parcel post, each 
and every farmer should at once 
write a brief, courteous letter to his 
two Senators and his Representative 
in Washington, urging them to leave 
the present law alone and stand by 
Postmsaster General Burleson in his 
effort to improve the parcel post 
service. Now is the time to tell your 
Congressman how valuable the par- 
cel post system already is, and how 
much you approve the _ proposed 
changes. Write and mail these let- 
ters at, once, for there are forces at 
work the aim of which is to tie the 
hands of the Postmaster General and

PRODUCTS. 

That a general reorganization of 
the live stock interests of America is 
going forward is apparent, but in the 
interim the people most at interest to 
have the reorganization perfected in 
a manner best suited to the advance- 
ment of dairying, are slow to take 
hold, and there lies the danger.

The Na- 
tional Dairy Show is the highest ex- 
ponent of all things “Dairy” in the 
world, and all interested in the dairy 
cow coming into her own in America 
should shape their engagements to be 
on hand on their breed day.
